FORT BRAGG, N.C. (AP) — 
Fellow special forces soldiers 
shouted ‘‘Welcome Home’’ and 
embraced Staff Sgt. James E. 
Jackson Monday night as he 
and two other U.S. Army ser- 
geants returned to the United 
States after years of captivity 
by the Viet Cong. 


The cheer for Jackson came 
from a trio of his comrades as 
he stepped off a military plane 
that returned him and Master 
Sgt. Daniel Lee Pitzer of Spring 
Lake, N.C., to Fort Bragg. 

Pitzer walked unsteadily and 
lay down on an ambulance 
stretcher. An army official Said 
he had a serious vitamin defi- 
ciency. 

The third prisoner of war re- 
leased in Cambodia Saturday, 
Master Sgt. Edward R. Johnson 
of Seaside, Calif., was removed 
from the plane in a stretcher at 
Washington and taken to Walter 
Reed Army Hospital.

ARGUMENT THAT LIMI- 
tation of its armaments in the 
nuclear age would pose a threat to 
the United States is not supported 
by the facts. The arms situation 
cannot remain static. In the absence 
of effective international restrictions 
the trend has been to escalate arma- 
ments, and the latest development in 
this line-is the announcement from 
Washington that Russia has per- 
fected a nuclear bomb that can be 
put into orbit. With only three min- 
utes warning, it is said, such a bomb 
could annihilate New York City. 
There are, of course, arguments 
to meet this new threat: The bomb 
can do nothing that existing bombs 
cannot do, it could be destroyed in 
space, America’s bomb stocks are 
sufficient deterrent against its use, 
and so on: But the sombre fact is 
that the Soviet’ Union has felt it 
necessary to produce such a weapon 
to help even up the odds still held 
by the United States by reason of 
its heavy nuclear armaments. 
‘ The tit-for-tat process is a fa- 
miliar one. It was commonplace in 
the days of conventional weapons

POWERFUL INTERESTS IN THE 

United States are reacting to the 
implications of the Kenendy Round 
by proposing measures which, while 
not affecting tariff rates, would in 
other ways limit imports and so 
restrict foreign competition. The 
Kennedy Round calls for rate re- 
ductions in many items, in many 
cases cutting existing customs duties 
to negligible amounts. But some 
of this open market can be evaded 
by imposing import quotas, juggling 
categories, and other devices. It is 
to President Johnson’s great credit 
that he is fighting hard against this 
trend in Congress, and will, where 
necessary, apply his presidential 
veto. 

The concern of congressmen, of 
course, is rooted in the protests 
from industries in their home con- 
stituencies which may feel the im- 
pact of competition from abroad. 
With an election year on the hori-

Then came 
word of the orbiting bomb, and now 
there are rising demands that the 
United States, despite its existing 
superiority in nuclear retaliation, 
also get into this phase of the game. 

Recent disclosure of a Soviet 
program to build aircraft carriers 
was quickly followed by warnings 
that the United States must also em- 
bark on a building program. The 
farce of such blind matching tactics 
may be seen in the figures: Russia 
has one carrier and is building two 
more: the United States has 16 at- 
tack carriers, seven anti-submarine 
carriers, and eight carriers for sup- 
port of landing assaults. 

Each step by one power calls for 
an equal or greater one by the 
other, and this can lead only to 
eventual bankruptcy or a situation 
—accidental or otherwise—in which 
nuclear armaments will be used. The 
need for effektive international arms 
control becomes more obvious every 
day, and the threat is given added 
urgency by the fact that a recalci- 
trant, belligerent China is rapidly 
becoming a nuclear power. It is es- 
sential that a world-wide agreement 
be achieved without delay. History 
will have a harsh judgment for those 
who may be shown to have failed all 
mankind by ignoring the danger.

Hands Across the Sea of Japan 


REO FROM TOKYO INDI- 
cate that Japanese interests and 
the Soviet government have nearly 
concluded negotiations for joint eco- 
nomic development of the rich natu- 
ral gas deposits in Siberia and on 
Sakhalin Island north of Japan. 
Other negotiations have begun on 


joint exploitation of oil; iron and~ 


timber resources in Siberia. 

This budding friendship between 
two long-time rivals in the Far East 
is highly significant*both politically 
and economically. From a rational 
viewpoint it would be a natural 
partnership with Japan providing 
the engineering and_manageri 


capability to exploit the resources of 


almost untouched areas. The Japa- 


nese, too, have the trading organi- 
zations to get the resources into 
world markets as well as the im-~ 
portant Japanese market which is 
always hungry for raw materials. 


For the Russians a partnership 
of this kind with Japan could be as 
much @ political coup as an economic 
one. , While Russia historically~has 
always been suspicious of Japanese 
ambitions on the Asian mainland, 
the emergence of China as a serious 
rival has changed the situation. Now 
it probably makes more sense to 
Moscow to attempt to use a strong 
Japan as a counterbalance to in- 
creasing Communist Chinesé influ- 
ence in East Asia.

STILL SEEKING THE LEADER 


. .. and then the rains came... 


-Distrusting Wilson, Unsure of Heath 


ONDON’S most distinguished profes- 
sor of political science advised me 
not—longago to __ignore the Wilson 
government’s series of by-election de- 
feats and its drastic 
decline on the public 
opinion polls. 

“Ted Heath,” he 
said, “is riding high 
just now. But wait 
for the next three by- 
elections. He'll lose 
them all, the glitter 
will rub off. and in 
two years Wilson will 
be on top again.” 

I had hardly 
returned to Canada before the Wilson 
government suffered two more defeats in 
“safe” Labor seats and held a. third 
against Winston Churchill’s grandson by 
a handful of votes. 

So much for expert prophecy. But, the 
obvious decay of the government ( a 
phenomenon equally obvious in Canada 
and the United States) is of no great 
consequence. Far more important and 
alarming is the decay of public 
confidence in British politics itself. 

The first thing that struck me, among 
rich men and poor, is the widespread 
distrust of Prime Minister Wilson. It was 
no surprise, of course, to hear a. 
millionaire in his country estate describe 
Wilson as “‘a little Hitler without the 
brains.” A banker in the City was 
merely woicing the prejudices of his 
class when he called Wilson ‘‘a clever, 
nasty guttersnipe.”” 


“If -He Were Tory” 


I was somewhat shaken, though, when 
a poor and elderly bar maid in a Welsh

pub, a woman who had everything to_. 


gain from the Labor party’s welfare 
state, told me in dead earnest that “Mr. 
Wilson might be quite a nice man if he 
was a Conservative.” 


The nation, as I judge its mood, — 


admires the unique political capacities, 
the ingenuity and sheer competence of 
its leader, but it doés not trust him. This 
strange and. lonely man, I was warned 
over and. over again, “‘is too clever by 
half.” There is no question of his 
unequalled intelligence, his courage or 
his absolute control of the government. 
In the public mind, from the top of 
society to the bottom, there is a nagging 
doubt: about.his character. The doubt 
may be grossly unfair, but it cuts across _ 
all classes. 

What has happened to the precocious 
working-class boy who elbowed his way 
‘through university, inherited the Labor 
party by the accident of Hugh Gaitskell’s 
-sudden..death-and, almost_single-handed, 
went on to destroy the oldest British 
Constrvative government of» modern 
times? bt 

Many things have gone wrong, as 
they have for all prime ministers in 
Britain and elsewhere. But it seems to 
an outsider that Mr. Wilson is suffering 
most from the nation’s sense of betrayal. 
None of his reckless re-election pledges 
Have been redeemed, so far anyhow. All ° 
his basic policies miss, 


Cool Audacity 


History may conclude that, within the 
brutal circumstances created by others, 
he has generally done what he had to do 
with. unflappable audacity, sure timing 
and nerves of chilled steel. Contempor- 


_.ary Britain probably could forgive him 
for failing in three years to do what no - 


man or government could possibly do in 
a decade, or a generation. But the 
people, or a majority of them, cannot 
forgive what they rightly suspect is Mr. 
Wilson’s refusal to tell them the whole 
truth about their national dilemma. 

An anxious, angry and self-critical 
nation yearns for the truth and for bold, 
candid leadership, whatever the cost. It 
is ready for harsh remedies. Everywhere 
I heard 'the old magic name invoked: “‘If 
“we only had another Churchill!” 
Unfortunately Churchills appear once in 
a century if a nation is lucky and none is 
in sight now. 

‘Still, I hazard the rash prediction that 
before the end of a ghastly winter Mr. 
Wilson will apply some economic 
methods of blood, toil, sweat and 
perhaps tears in denial of all his 
forgotten: “‘socialist” myths. If so, he will

since Churchill and the nation, I believe; 
will respond as it always does when 
things are bad -enough. It will never. 
respond to the easy, deceptive promise 
of an economy set ‘‘right”’ (Wilson’s own 
word) by next spring or summer. That 
assurance has been given, by Labor and 
Conservative politicians alike, too often 
already. 

-The British public’s current griev- 
ances cannot be properly summarized in 
this space but mostly the people are 
angered by the government’s failure to 
make the economy grow, as promised; 
by the cost and abuses of a welfare state 
which is unable to help those who need 
help most; by the behavior of the labor 
unions in their disruptive ‘‘unofficial” 
strikes; and by Britain's humiliating 
rejection from the Common Market. 

While the government keeps a siiff 


upper lip and sometimes manages a- 


hearty laugh on the treasury bench it 
was well aware of its dangers even 
before the latest by-election losses. 


Union Threat 


One of the highest figures in the 
Labor party told me that “the govern- 
ment could easily be torn to pieces in the 
next six months by the unions, If they 
smash our incomes policy ‘they smash 
us. We, might drift. along till the next 
general election.but then we'd be out for 
ten years or more.” 

The government's struggle with the 
labor unions, its political base is 
another story, to be told later. Here it is 
sufficient to say that if Mr. Wilson is in 
trouble so is his opposite Edward Heath. 

Mr. Wilson’s problem, in a word, is to 
convert the unions from their ancient, 
simple legends, now irrelevant; to make 
the Labor party understand that much of 
its ideology, devised in an age of 
grinding privation, is just out of date in 
the modern world. 

Mr. Heath's problem, as one could see 
at the recent Conservative conference, is 
to make the party’s old right-wing, true- 
blue Tories and unreconstructed Blimps 
see that the past cannot be restored, that 
an affluent, egalitarian society is here to 
stay and that Britain can never again 
afford imperial adventures. 

At first hand Mr. Heath is a figure 
difficult to estimate — immaculately 
tailored and barbered, articulate, tidy- 
minded, slight of build and lacking that 
aura _of natural strength and inner 
ruggedness so plain in Mr. Wilson. 

No flutter of uncertainty crosses Mr. 
Heath’s ruddy face on the platform. 
Every sentence is perfectly shaped, 
every adjective acurately placed, with 
Oxford accents almost too lush and 


~exquisite,- but inside: this~- man, I- would 


guess, fierce ttorsions, doubts and 
frustrations are writhing. As he de- 


livered his finest speech at Brighton the — 


glistening sweat on his forehead and 
beak-like nose, though invisible to his 
audience, seemed to contradict his icy 
outward confidence: ; 


The speech — 45 minutes of it without 
a note—was one of the best I have ever 
heard. No contemporary Canadian could 
have made it. Perhaps only Churchill 
could have improved it. And it was most 
remarkable for its omissions. ‘ 

The speaker slid smoothly around the 
gut issues dividing his followers between 
right and left, old and young. Mr. Heath 
is a gentleman by apparent, snobbish 
British definition, as Mr. Wilson is not. 
He is also a politician who has finally 
learned his trade. 

What is he proposing for Britain's 
future? Very little that differs funda- 
mentally from the government’s actual 
policy, as distinguished from its rhetoric. 
On the supreme issue, membership in 
the Common Market, he not only 
supports the government but personally 
launched and tried to negotiate this 
daring initiative when Mr. Wilson was 
bitterly opposing it. 

The Conservative platform contains a 
few specifics, notably a law to penalize 
labor unions for breach of contract, but 
in general it represents a vague, 
inchoate revolt against too much govern- 
ment in business, too much welfare 
spending in the wrong places and too 
many taxes on the ordinary citizens. Its 
main demand is for larger incentives 
and special rewards to encourage the 
superior sort of man, rich or poor. 

Wisely, the opposition is not present- 
ing a detailed program which the 
government can shoot at, or steal. In 
any. case, the Conservative managers, 
when you talk to them privately, realize 
that their party will not elect itself at 
the next poll, that their sensitive and 
remote leader is unlikely ever to touch 
the imagination and heart of the 
common man. But they_are sure now 
that the government will defeat itself 
and bring them to power within three 
years or sooner. : 


No Match for Harold 


Mr. Heath may well be Britain’s next 
prime minister — and a_ skilled 
technician of government, a trained 
technocrat and tireless administrator 
should do better in office than in 
opposition. He is quite incapable of 
dealing with the tougher and more 
sinuous Mr. Wilson in the hurly-burly of 
Parliament and the phony actors’ contest 
of television. Clearly the sordid side and 
underbelly of politics and party man- 
agement repel him. In office his, real 
talents of mind and his undoubted 
honesty would have their chance.

inces, ‘The usual practice has been 
for the province to have vested in it the 
ownership of all public lands; but these 
were retained by the dominion when 
Manitoba, Alberta and Saskatchewan 
were created and joined the federation. 
The arrangement may have been wise at 
the time, but it was discriminatory; and 
even though, the dominion paid an 
additional annual grant as compensation, 
it led inevitably to accusations of unfair 
treatment and the eventual transfer of 
these resources to the aggrieved prov- 
inces.” 


No Discrimination 
The key word here is “discrimina- 
tory.” There was discrimination against 


the three Prairie provinces. There has © 


been none against British Columbia. 

When the four original provinces 
entered Confederation, each retained for 
its own use what then remained 
unalienated of the natural resources 
within its territories. Each was specific- 
ally protected by section 109 of the 
British North America Act. 

In contrast Manitoba, though ad- 
mitted as ‘“‘one,of the provinces of the 
Dominion of Canada” was treated as a 
colony. Section 30 of the Manitoba Act 
reserved all ungranted or waste lands. to 
the crown ‘“‘for' the purposes of the 
dominion.”” The reason given by Sir John 
Macdonald. was that: “It would be 
injudicious to havé a large province 
which ... might interfere with the 
general policy of the government ... 
province might be obstructive to immi- 
gration.” . 


Manitoba Experience 


With the lands went the minerals. 
Until 1882 there was not even any 
compensation to Manitoba by way of 
subsidy. In 1885. the federal government 
did, generously, part with swamp lands 
but took them back in 1912 when 
provincial boundaries were extended. 
When Quebec and Ontario were enlarged 
by the addition of great territorial areas, 
these provinces obtained the resources 
without question. When Manitoba was 
enlarged, the federal government kept 
them, 

In 1871 British Columbia was brought 
in. Like the original provinces, British 
Columbia kept title to what she had 
enjoyed before Confederation. Nothing 
was said about immigration or the 
danger that a large province gnight 
interfere with the general policy of the 
government. 

As Prince Edward Island had no 
lands.— they had been alienated years 
before — a special subsidy was provided 
to avoid discrimination. But Alberta and 
Saskatchewan in 1905 were given the

In the second row, a 20-year- 
old starts rubbing his knees 
and muttering: Right, give it 
to ‘em, George; come on, 
yeahhh right where it hurts, 
that’s it, as George Corley 
Wallace winds into the story 
of the fired professor, the cab 
driver who comes into fierce 
contact with life, the elite 
cult, the -psuedo-intellecutals 
from New York, Washington 
and Harvard, that have 
brought the country so des- 
perately close to Communism. 

Whaddaya liberals have to 
say to that, huh? The 20-year- 
old asks the reporter sitting 


next to him. How do you 
answer that, smart guy? 
There are no answers, only 


questions, and the study of the 
rhetoric and logic of George 
Wallace. The crowds were 
large and enthusiastic as 
Wallace toured northern Cali- 
fornia last week in search of 
the 66,050 signatures that will 
put his American Independent 
Party (AIP) on the California 
ballot next November.

For Old War Crimes

THE HAGUE—Time is running out for Dr. Erich 
Rajakowitsch, right-hand helper of Adolf Eichmann 
during the Second World War. 

For the lawyer who never got his hands dirty, 
but who, from behind his desk, sent hundreds of 
thousands to the gas: chambers, "the net appears to be 


tightening. 

Rajakowitsch is at ‘the 
moment safe in his fiative 
Austria, but Holland, Poland 
and Yugoslavia are now seek- 
ing his extradition. Lately the 
Austrian government has been 
presented with new material 
which will probably — bring 
Rajakowitsch before a court 
for the second time. In 1938 
he was an independent lawyer 
in Vienna, and a member of 
the Nazi Party, when he came 
under the eye of Adolf EFich- 
mann, He was quickly made a 
member of Eichmann’s team, 
and appointed ‘expert for 
Jewish question.” He worked 
in Prague, Vienna and Berlin, 
and in 1941 he was established 
in the Hague. 

From there he carried out 
the orders of his superior, 
Harster, in organizing the 
deportation of the Jews from 
Holland. 


After the war, like so many. 
other top Nazis, he disap- 
peared without a trace. But in 
1963 he was discovered living 
in Milan as Enrico Raja. 

He was found by’his arch- 
enemy, Dr. Simon Wiesenthal, 
the man who brought FEich- 
mann to justice. Dr. 
Wiesenthal, director of the 
Jewish Documentation Centre 
in Vienna, has hunted relent- 
lessly since the end of the war 
for Nazis who escaped from 
justice; from his archives and 
from those of the War Docu- 
mentation Centre in Amster- 
dam, has cOme the damning 
evidence which has led to 
hundreds of trials. The two 
centres now possess, they 
believe, enough evidence to 
bring Rajakowitsch once 
again before a court. 

In 1963, -after Wiesenthal 
found him, Rajakowitsch fled 
to Switzerland, where he lived

for a while in extravagant 
luxury. But the Swiss found 
him. an embarrassment and 
asked him to leave. 

So eventuaHy he gave him- 
self up voluntarily to the 
Austrian police, knowing that 
Austrian justice for ex-Nazis 
is in general more lenient 
than in other countries. Des- 
pite the mountains of evi- 
dence, an _ Austrian court 
considered that a sentence#of 
two-and-a-half years was 
adequate. 


Rajakowitsch emerged from 
jail in 1965 determined to 
have his revenge on Wiesen- 
thal, and he did not have to 
wait long before an oppor- 
tunity presented itself. In his 
book Murderers Amongst Us, 
Wiesenthal has devoted a 
considerable amount of space 
to Rajakowitsch’s wartime

THE DAY THE WORLD NEARLY BLEW UP 


“On the morning of the last 
Sunday in October five. years 
ago, everyone stopped holding 
his breath, The first nuclear 
confrontation in history was 
over, and the world had not 
been blown up. 

Sitting that morning on the 
edge of the bed that had been 
set up in'my Pentagon office, 
I felt a kind of numb relief, 
after two weeks of living even 
once removed from the actual 
decision-making process. 

Memories of that fortnight 
receded rapidly into a kind of

Good Lesson 


But there is also a more 
hopeful lesson in the events of 
five years ago: There does 
seem to be. an instinct for 
survival in the human animal, 
even when he is operating in 
armed bands, that leads him 
to cool it when the prospects 
of muttally destructive 
violence are imminent. 


That instinct doesn’t always 
work. Compassion and re- 
straint, as well as courage, 
are réquired to bring it into 
play. But remembering what 
happened—and what didn't 
happen—five’ years. ago, we 
may find new resolve to deal 
with our current crises. 

The United States and the 
Soviet Union had worked their 
way through a major crisis in 
their relations — precipitated 
by what still seems an 
extraordinary act of reckless- 
ness on the part of the ‘Soviet 
Union — and had come out of 
the war side, 


True, the confrontation took 
place under circumstances 
favoring peaceful resdlution; 


one side, the United States, 
clearly had tthe military 
advantage. 


But it was resolved, with a” 
single casualty, a U.S. recon- 
naissance pilot. When one 
comes to consider what other 
factors made a peaceful solu- 
tion possible, photographic 
reconnaissance must be very 
high on the list, If we had not 
discovered the’ first signs of 
Soviet missile installations 
before they were-in place, we 
could not have used the naval 
quarantine, and. we might 
have felt compelled to restore 
the political if not tthe military 
balance by attacking the 
missile sites themselves, and 
inevitably killing Russians in 
the attack. 


Unanswered 


How the Soviets would have 
reacted is 'still, fortunately, an 
unanswered question, 

If our knowledge of Soviet 
military preparations was im- 
portant, so equally was the 
secrecy of our own decision- 
making process during the 
week of Oct. 15. One shudders 
to imagine the consequences 


of any international debate of 
that kind carried on against a 
rising volume of bird calls 
from assorted hawks and 
doves. 

The U.S. policy decision was 
ultimately and necessgrily the. 
President’s. His adVisers 
could only advise. Interest- 
ingly enough, they chose to* 
conduct their discussions out 
of the presence of the Presi- 
dent, and then to* bring their 
recommendations to him. 


On One Man 


I suspect it was fortunate 
also that the ultimate Soviet 
response turned on the 
decision of one man. Mr, 
Khrushchev may have got his 
country into the confrontation, 
but he also had the flexibility 
to get it out again, when the 
central committee was appar+ 
ently unable or unwilling to 
pull back, 


Perhaps the essential 


promptly announced that he 
would take measures to stop 
the publication. 

The first country in which 
he attempted this was Hol- 
land, but he failed, not 
because his case was weak, 
but because he could not find 
a single lawyer in the whole 
of the country who was 
willing to represent him.

But somehow, -either 
through the bungling of the 
local police, or through other. 
sources of _ information, 
Rajakowitsch heard that they 
were coming for him, and 
with minutes to spare he left 
the house. How he got back 
into Austria no one knows. He 
probably crossed the border in 
the trunk of his son’s car. 

The following day, after 
giving a press conference in 
which he called Wiesenthal a 
liar and a crook, he was 
chased through the streets of 
Vienna by a raging mob, and 
narrowly escaped being 
lynched.

It is often. alleged that the Canadian 
government creates a Royal commission 
whenever it is faced with a tough problem. 

In this way it buys time and a forum 
outside itself in which 
public opinion can listen to 
and muse upon ‘ontrary 
views. 

The most recent horri- 
ble. example of this prac- 
tice and its weakness is the 

oyal~- Commission on 
Bilingualism and Bicultu- 
ralism. 

It was appointed in 1963, 
has spent $6,057,053, hasn't 
reported and events seem 
to have passed by its major purposes. 

Some of us have sensed that a new device 
or method has emerged which may make 
Royal commissions less: common. This is the 
“task force,” several of which are underway 
on such problems as labor.relations, American 
ownership, and consumer matters. 

It seems that the task force offers several 
advantages over the Royal commission. 

For example: Public hearings are unneces- 
sary; the report or the 
studies need not be pub- 
lished and academic and 
legal experts can batten 
down to. work quickly on a 
subject but not confront 
the government in public 
with their results, unless 
the government finds them 
comforting and useful, and

Although the Liberals ridiculed the Diefen- 
baker Government for its recourse to such 
commissions (17 in sever years), since “they 
took over in 1963 they've appointed 16, their 
high point being five in one year, 1966 (the 
most in any one year since 1947). 


The total cost is listed for 45 of the 55. Ne—-

The Royal Commission On, Banking And 
Finance (the Porter Report) cost surprisingly 
little at $747,473, in comparison with | its 
importance. 

The much more glaring example of 
unbelievable expensiveness (than the B and B) 
is the Royal Commission on Pilotage. It was 
set up in 1962, has yet to report, and has cost 
$769,512, 

In other words, this relative minor probing 
of pilotage on the St. Lawrence (not on the 
Great Lakes) is more costly already than the 
banking and finance study of a major, national 
matter. This is a travesty and, in army terms, 
somebody should be shot.

In a comparative way, the more expensive 
commissions have tended to be the most 
publicized or notorious. The notable exception 
to this was the commission on Canadian 
Publications And Other Periodicals, known 
popularly as the O’Leary Commission. 

It cost only $126,121. The attention it got in 
the media was enormous. 


Three Royal Commissions which had 
outstanding consequences. in new policy 
directions for the whole country were 


relatively inexpensive. 


These were: Arts, Letters and Silanes (the 


Massey Report) — $287,101; Energy Policy 
(the McKinnon Report) — $414,557; “and 
Freight Rates And Transportation (the 


MacPherson Report) — $555,946. 

Four investigations which- tended to. cause 
much embarrassment to the Pearson Govern- 
ment were those relating to Lucien, Rivard, 
Mr. Justice Landreville, George Victor Spencer 
and Gerda Munsinger.

These cost respectively: $180,053; $55,831; 
$13,099 and $54,708. 

O.K. So we've Joaded you down with names 
and titles and costs. Why? Partly to make the 
point that in some cases the spending is very 
worthwhile. 

For example, the Carter Report-cost plenty 
but it has generated the most ranging and 
impassioned discussion involving more people 
than would ever have seemed possible with 
such a topic as taxation. 

It's well to keep the pros and cons in mind, 
particularly when the task force concept needs 
critical analysis if it is tending, as we think, to 
supersede the commission type of investiga- 
tion.

‘Investors Are 
Getting Wise

___Current stock market activity in Canada may 
simply be a nervous manifestation of marking time 
while Mr-Sharp makes up his mind how to raise 
more government revenue. 
This view emerged in conversation with local investment 


——men wondering whether the tax promised by the finance 


minister this month will be a personal income levy or a 
withholding tax on corporations. 

One dealer thinks Mr. Sharp is using the current 
centennial savings bond issue as a yardstick to test public 
o—~ capacity or willingness to invest at 5.48 per 
cent--effective interest rate on the double- 
your-money bonds. 

; In view of the consensus that this issue 
is going with much less than expected 
interest and enthusiasm, Mr. Sharp may set 
a more attractive rate on the government’s 
bond refunding issue due Dec. 1. 

Terms for this borrowing are to be known 
today. There was to be $250 million in bonds 
and $100 million in treasury bills. 

ss The dealer said people simply do not 
Kent seem interested in money at 5% per cent, 
the rate of initial return on the current CSB issue, not while 
there is much more attractive bond investment area in some 
government and corporate borrowing. 

“People are getting wise about financial matters,” he 
said. 

“Tf he can’t borrow, he’s going to have to tax. But the 
real solution is in cutting government spending,” the dealer 
said.

But there is another burning question in the minds of the 
money renters. How high will the inerest rate rise in New 
York? Upon that will be decided the mext turn of financial 
events.

Another investment man feels the stock market has 
already discounted’ Mr. Sharp’s move, whatever it may be, so 
that no further fluctuation may result when the actual tax 
details are made known. 

In any case, when taxes rise, spending declines, helping 
to check an inflationary trend. Some stability in interest rates 
may yet come about this year.

Major league baseball is now offering ‘up an 
engrossing tale of two cities. Milwaukee and Seattle 
are involved. For 13 seasons, Milwaukee enjoyed 
major-league status after leaving the minor-league 
ghetto in 1953. During all these years, Seattle pressed 
its nose against the window, hoping for the luck of 
Milwaukee and a place in the majors. 


The winds of change began. to swirl in 1965. Milwaukee's 
faithless club owners deserted that region for the greater 
attractions of Atlanta, a hussy city that shamelessly was 
flirting its skirts and promising a huge dowry.in the form of a 


newer, bigger stadium and fat television Tevenues. in the 
virgina] southeast territory. 

So Milwaukee lost its team to Atlanta in 1966, and this 
week it is newly a supplicant for a major-league franchise, 


ready to do almost any bidding of the National, League which 
booted it out of the majors. But Seattle, once scorned by the 
big leagues, is now the new, fair-haired object of their desire, 

In contrast to Milwaukee, which is operating hat in hand, 
with civic groups in obeisance to the same major league which 
showed it the door two years ago, Seattle is able to dangle 
both major leagues on a string and choose at its leisure. 
Milwaukee is reduced ot prayer, Seattle can point 
league of its choice. 

® 


The National League pulled a dirty trick on Milwaukee 
when it approved the transfer of the Braves to Atlanta simply 
because Milwaukee wasn't maintaining the record-setting crowds 
of its earlier years. Thée-NL little remembered: what an asset 
Milwaukee had been to its league, and at almost the first dip in 
attendance, cleared out on a what-have-you-done-for-me-lately 
basis. 

The fact that Milwuakee's lesser calibre teams contributed 
to lesser attendance got scant consideration. from the NL. But 
two years out of the majors have convinced Milwaukee of the 
joy of being in the majors, and its people are forgiving. To 
regain a franchise, it is offering the NL a-virtually can’t-lose 
contract. 

The city has an answer to the complaints that Milwaukee is 
hemmed in on the south by Chicago, on the east by Lake 
Michigan and on the west by the territory of the Minnesota 
Twins, and thus |can command only meagre television-radio 
revenues for its baseball team. One of its biggest industries, 
the Joseph Schlitz Brewing Co., will guarantee the team owners 


to the 


a 1,100,000-a-year television contract for three years. This 

would put Milwaukee among the top four teams in that 

department. . 
And major-league baseball can live in Milwaukee 


practically rent free for the next 25 years, according to the 
stadium coniract the county has prepared. The county will ask— 
only one dollar per year rent, until the attendance hits one 
million. This is another of Milwaukee's can't-lose proposals to 
the NL. 

Milwaukee's zeal is unmistakeable. When the Chicago White 
Sox and Twins played ‘an exhibition game in County Stadium 
last summer, not only were 51,000 tickets sold, but some were 
at sealper’s prices, and standees mumbered many thousand. 
Next summer, the White Sox will play nine of their regular 
season games in Milwaukee, to their great profit. 

Seattle, meanwhile, isn’t being asked to prove that it will 
support major-league baseball. Both the American and National 
Leagues have developed a sudden infatuation for that city, 
which had not been considered big enough for the majors when 
franchises were handed around in previous years. Again, it is 
the television dollar that is the powerful magnet. Because a 
Seattle franchise would command all the baseball audience of 
the upper Northwest, Standard Oil is guaranteeing a $1,500,000 
TV contract.

The American League has staked out its claim for Seattle 
with a promise to install a franchise in 1969, if the city 
referendum approves the néw stadium that is on the drawing 
boards. But Seattle knows it is wanted also by the National 
League, which is ready to contest AL for the franchise, and its 
mayor, B. J. Braman, has said that his city is not committed 
to the AL at all. 

The NL is said to be readying a ploy by which it can 
derail -the AL move into Seattle and make one of 
its own, without necessarily double-crossing the AL. The 
National won't ask Seattle's citizens to build a $40,000,000 
stadium for the team, and will express its willingness to play in 
the present Seattle park which can be enlarged to seat 25,000. 
Thus, if the AL stipulation of a $40,000,000 stadium is voted 
down, there is no sweat for the National League.

Working With Resin 
Is Practical and Fun

I have a new hobby and the Saver household will be a lot 
brighter for it.. My latest bug is working in resin, a kind of plastic 
that can be molded into various bright-colored shapes which are 
then made into—well, anything!

My interest began when I walked by,a new store in town and 
saw the window filled with shining examples of this. craft. The 
proprietors, two friendly women who met through their interest, 
sell both the kits to make these articles and the finished articles 
themselves. There is work space on the premises for anyone who 
is interested in learning the technique. 


The molds, which can be rented rather than bought if. you 
only wish to make one or two items, come in many shapes and 
sizes. There are patterns for wall plaques, house numbers, 
coasters, even covers for light switches. Stands or hooks can be 
inserted before the plastic_is dry; holes for screws or nails can 
be drilled after. 

I was amazed at the variety of articles that could be made in 
this way. A bright clown in a variety of colors juggled six balls. 
The secret lay in the mold which was partly filled with colors for 
his face and clothing and then backed by a solid white. The kit to 
make this charming wall plaque costs $4; ready-made, he sells 
for $9.95. 


Swag and table Jamps that seemed to be made of huge jewels 
hung in the window. One with resin ‘‘stones"” in a diamond shape 
set in a gold frame is priced at $79.95 ready-made but costs only 
$30 to make yourself. There are many shapes and sizes of-lamp 
forms and the resin can be tinted to match the rainbow, If you 
would like a lamp that is personalizéd to’ fit your decor, they will 
be glad to make one to your specifications or help you make one 
yourself. 


The dyes used in the resin are either clear, or opaque, as 
with the ‘marble’ soap dishes that are created in the shape of 
turtles or shells for $1.49, or even phosphorescent for the striking 
house numbers that I saw. f 

Left clear or only slightly tinted, this plastic is perfect for 
imbedding, and it is tough. T was shown a trivet that one of the 
owners had been using for some months and it scarcely showed a 
scratch. Made up, this trivet, which was six or eight inches 
across, would cost $6.95 including the cost of the imbediments. 
You can make it for $3. 


At present this delightful litthe store is concentrating on the 
resin craft, but they hope to add other crafts as they go along. 
Open every. day except Monday, they are still quite willing to 
give classes at night in their homes if day instruction is not 
convenient.
